GEORGE WASHINGTON. 

George Washington was born 177 
years ago In Westmoreland county. 
Virginia. Divinely raised up to load 
the people of the world into an herit- 
age of freedom, he waa early trained 
in the practices of frontier warfare, 
and endowed with the spirit in which 
our Institutions were conceived. He 
waa a tended gentleman, yet 
he gave his all to the 
cause of the people. His life 
was a sacrifice to that cause. Not 
only In time of war was bis patriotism 
evinced. He served his country in 
time of peace as faithfu"7- As com- 
mander of the troops, be was con- 
stantly hampered and embarrassed by 
Jealous conj^Tpasmen, who lost sight 
of tbe object for which the war was 
being prosecuted. Washington never 
did, and he endured that, at which 
his proud spirit rebelled, when a less 
noble nature would have quit in 
ptque. 

As president, especially during his 
^second term, he was constantly mte- 
\ understood and misrepresented by 
self-seeking politicians, maligned and 
embarrassed. Yet he continued to 
endure In silence, that he might leave 
this heritage of freedom. 

There la a lesson for us all In tbe 
life and service of Washington. He 
had no love of military glory, of the 
homage of the crowd. He preferred 
tbe exclusiveness of private life. Yet, 
he obeyed the call of duty, be it In 
time of war or In time of peace. 
There are calls Just as urgent today 
on the same kind of men, and they 
hesitate for fear of criticisms of the 
same character, to which Washington 
was subjected. There were m em, who 
imagined they were patriots, and who 
have been eulogized as su<h by ttrhi 
generation, but «mu*i breathed 
a sign of relief when Washington de- 
clined a third term. They feared he 
might make himself a king. 

How cruel were his critics — more 
cruel than critics are today, because 
the times were less settled. The 
country, the state, the city, today are 
crying for Just such self tacriflcing 
service as Washington gave. What 
better lesson than this to be studied 
In the life of the Father of his Coun- 
try? ,

ltorial comment, too much for con- 
temporaneous opinion. But It did 
what experts said could not be done, 
when we, with trembling, witnessed 
its departure. It made the trip and 
came back In better fighting trim 
men and machines, than when it left. 
It met no accidents of note; It made 
no blunders, and what appeared to 
many a foolhardy experiment four- 
teen months ago. is recognized now 
as a bit of diplomacy that amounts to 
genius. When one considers the ar- 
rangements that must be perfected 
beforehand for coal and supplies and 
the enormous equipment of such an 
army of ships, the Imagination If 
staggered. 

It is easy to appreciate the Improve- 
ment In the discipline and efflcency 
of the officers and men on such a 
cruise, allowing for practice In all 
sorts of maneuvers In large forma- 
tions; but the effect of the visit on 
our relations with other nations 1s 
one of the Important results of the 
trip. 

South America sew her big brother 
In hla “regimentals’' and was im- 
pressed, both with hla power and hb 
cordiality. Australia and New Zea- 
land acclaimed Uncle Sam as the 
white man's protector of tbe Pacific 
Japan took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to chum with the navy and 
both nations felt more kindly aftet 
the hand clasp. China saw the big 
fleet and China I# oriental, aiyl appre- 
ciates the visualised evidence of s 
world power more than the abstract 
! argument of a free and united people 
Europe looked on In wonder and &p 
predation at the exhibition. Europ* 
saw It all: how well the fleet behaved 
how mobile It was. how It affected th* 
peoples visited, and how It affected 
us at home. 

The last is important, too. We have 
discovered that we need protection or 
both sides; that we need fortifications 
for our own coasts and for our island 
possessions, and we will have them 
too. We suspect when America get* 
into tbe armament game with hei 
superior resources, other nations will 
soon plead for disarmament In self- 
defense. 

Those blue jackets, who laughed 
with all the funny dark-skinned peo- 
ple they met on their trip around th« 
world, were ambassadors of their 
country, aud they behaved themselves 
well, too. They performed their task 
perfectly. They came back home bet- 
ter informed and more patriots 
Americans than they went away, and 
we are better Informed and more 
patriotic for their tTlp. All honor it 
due to the Jackies, and their officers 
and the genius, who conceived the 
Idea of sending them on the trip. Out 
argosies have come home. They con- 
tain men. the greatest cargo a ship 
can carry, and we are proud of the 
American navy.

Denver, Feb. 16 — In a former let- 
ter you were told of the prodigious 
potatoes and beets, which to the un- 
informed can hardly be believed. But 
this, you know is a wonderful country, 
and the soil is truly remarkable, but 
when once seen It is readily under- 
stood. The fruit raised In Colorado 
And* a ready market In the eastern 
states owing to Its firmness and adapt 
ability for shipment. The windows of 
the officer of the land agents here, 
with their apple displays looks like a 
picture. , 

Apples red and apples gold, 

Never given away, always sold, 

Apples pink and apples green. 

To be appreciated must be seen. 

AH colors of the rainbow. The 
Grimes, Golden, Roman Beauties 
Wine Saps and many others, the 
name? of which are not familiar to 
me, but all making an appetising dis- 
play, making one desire to own one 
of these fruit farms, and when told 
of the wonderful yield, he still more 
feels the desire to lead the “Simple 
life.” 

Fruit farms in a high state of cul- 
tivation near a city yield from |5<*0 
to 31,000 per acre and this land will 
readily sell at from $1,000 to $3,600 
per acre, and water has accomplished 
all of thte. 

Ten years ago and before water 
waa turned In on this land It could be 
bought for $2.50 to $25 per acre, ac- 
cording to the location. Large num- 
ber* of eastern farmers are locating 
here, buying raw land under the ditch, 
laying $5><> to $85 per acre for same 
This may scorn high but no clearing 
is to be done, as this Is one vast level 
prairie waiting to be turned to man's 
use. 

What a wise old man Horace Gree- 
ley was. and he saw all thl* with a 
prophetic eye when he said, “Young 

man go west.” 

All small grains are raised, but we 
are out of the corn belt. Blaekberrien 
raspberries, strawberries canteloupo?, 
plums and cherries raised here are of I 
the finest quality and flavor. 

If you don't like farming and want 
to get rich quick you have moun- 
tains filled with sliver and gold. Ju?t 
for the digging, provided you know 
Just where to dig. 

There are lots of the tenderfoot 
stripe who dig and that Is about all 
they do, but the fellow who knows ] 
and sticks everlastingly at it strikes, 
colors and makes good. 

There Is now stored in our mint 
here In Denver over |:ift0,0<(>O,i>fMi in 
gold. Try to write this, and If you 
will then attempt to count it you may 
realise what a suns this is 

Tbe banks have about $ 68 , 000,000 
on deposit but It 1* about as hard to 
get as it Is back in Kentucky. 

The people are public spirited and 



are always ready with their cash to 
take hold of anything to advance the 
interests of Denver and the state of 
Colorado. Public spirited dtlxena 
made It possible to erect a Y. M. C. A. 
building here at a cost of f SOO.OtOtO, 
an auditorium seating about POvOOO 
to 12. OHIO people at a cost of $3*0,- 
000, the ampltheater where the stock 
and horse shows are held at a coat of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

All of the churches are well repre- 
sented here, amongst them I would 
especially mention the Central Chris- 
tian church. The Central Christian 
church erected near the business por- 
tion of t$f ctt.v Is a church erected st 
a cost of $25-0 ,000. and It is one of 
the show places of Denver. 

Many beautiful parka are located 
in different parts of tbe city and made 
icceeslbla to all of the residents by the 
street car lines. 

The theaters are very handsomely 
finished and are a credit to a city 
twice the size of Denver. Theie are 
many places of amusement here. 

Hotels are of the very best, among 
which are the Brown Palace, Albany 
ind the Adams. The last named Is 
tne of the most beautiful little family 
uotels that I have ever seen and Is 
well filled at all times. Ftor the pres- 
ent the Adams Is my home. And we 
ire royally treated there. 

I want to tell you about the Lin- 
coln centennial celebration here. Pre- 
ceding the services that were held in 
the Auditorium In the afternoon the 
parade formed, led by the Denver Post 
band consisting of 63 pieces of boys 
snd girls connected with the Denver 
Post, which Is one of the most pro- 
gressive and up to date papers in the 
west. 

All of the papers reflect the condk- 
I 'ions that exist here and the surround- 
ing country. The Rocky Mountain 
News and the Denver Times, which 
vre two of the leading morning and 
evening papers, have a wide circula- 
tion. 

The celebration of the Lincoln cen- 
tennial concluded with memorial serv- 
ices at the Auditorium. It la estimat- 
'd there were at least 12.<MW people 
-ongregated to do honors to our mar- 
tyred president. The exercise* were] 
both Impressive and beautiful and 
were conducted both by the Blues and 
the Grays. 

Located as Denver Is. midway be- 
tween the Atlaqtlc and Pacific oceans 
we get all of the good theaters and 
lectures that are Journeying from 
-oast to coast. I had, the pleasure Sun- 
lay of hearing Dr. Grenfell, the fish- 
ermen’s friend of labrador, and the 
original of Dr. Luke, of labrador, 
which a great many of our Paducah 
.dtiaens heard In a lecture given by 
Mrs. Haskell at the First Christian 
church some time ago. Dr. Grenfell 
is a pleasant speaker and shows great 
-a r t>c st ness In his work. He has been 
engaged in this work for over 20 
years and still seems to be a young 
man. 

Denver is in a building boom and 
from the present Indications It looks 
like there will be at least $2><>,0<K1,- 
000 Invested here in home* and office 
bpildtngs tn 1909. Several new and 
very fine hotels will be erected here 
this year and one can scarcely under- 
stand tbe need of to many hotels tn 
Denver. I spoke of this tbe other 
day to a prominent citizen of Denver 
and told him that it looked to me 
like they bad gone hotel crazy here, 
but he replied, saying, "Why. my dear 
sir. with all of our hotels and room- 
ing houses, we have to turn away peo- 
ple every night from our hotels now. 
what will It be In the summer time 
when we have at least 65,000 tour- 
ists here during the summer months?'' 

Saturday and Saturday night wc 
had a perfect blizzard here and Sun- 
day the thermometer was below zero, 
but when the sun came out Monday 
It waa like a spring day and one 
could scarcely realise that we had Just 
passed through such an eztreme bltx- 
zard as wo have. This climate is 
wonderful, and while the diaagos are 
sudden, y«t we do not feel these 
changes on account of the pure, dry 
atmosphere. 

Give alt my Inquiring friends my 
best wishes and tell them that I wish 
they were bore to enjoy the beautiful 
Colorado climate.
